rr the High Court yesterday, before Mr. 


was delivered. on the app 
the defendants for a _ direction 
favour in the action that was: brought by 
Owen Denneny, a pensioner, of ‘Betaghs- 
town, Clane, County Kildare, against the 
County Kildare Board of Health and Pubbe 
Assistance. 

Plaintiff alleged that his child, Carmel, 
was removed to the Fever Hospital at Nags 
suffering from scarlatina, and that the defen- 
dants did not discharge their duty of pro- 
viding reasonably skilled and competent 
medical attendance in respect of her. He 
also alleged that the defendants did not 
discharge a. doctor and two nurses, whom, 
he said, they knew_to be negligent or care- 
less in the discharge of their duties. It 
was stated that Carmel was allowed to leave 
the hospital in an infectious condition, and 
that three of the plaintiff's other children 
hecame infected with scarlatina, and that one 
of them, Caroline, died. 


in their: 


The defendants denied all the allegations. | 


At the conclusion of the evidence for the 
plaintiff on Tuesday, Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., 


_applied for a direction on behalf of the 


defendants, submitting that the action was 
wholly unsustainable in point of law. 

The arguments on this application con- 
cluded on Wednesday. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, delivering judgment, 
said that the parents of the child, Carmel 
Tenneny, told a tragic and moving story, 
with which everyone sympathised, but at 
this stage what he had to consider was a 
pure question of law. It had been submitted 
on behalf of the defendants that the action, 
constituted and brought against the 


as 
Board of Health, was not maintainable in 
law. and that there was, therefore, no 


question to be submitted to the jury. 
SEVERAL POINTS 


Several points must be considered :—(1) 
What was the causs of the action?. (2) 
Was it maintainable in its present form, ani 
between the present parties? (ó) If so. was 
there any evidence to support it as pleaded ; 
and, (4), were the damages too remote from 


the cause of action relied upon? 

The child was taken into the fever hospital 
on November 10, he would not say against 
the will of the parents, but certainly with 
out any express contract with them about 
payment. 

The father brought the action in his own 
name and on his own behalf: and he was 


in the same position as regards his legal 
rights, if any, as any other member of the 
pós who might have suffered loss caused 
»y the infected child. 

The father did not sue Dr. Williams, 
whom, he alleged, was negligent in the dis- 
charge of the child, but the Board of Health. 
The claim for negligence in retaining the 
nurses had been Mhuir some i as it was con- 
ceded that the nurses were out of this 
cuse. The only act alleged was that the 
child was discharged in an infectious con- 
dition. 

At most, it was pleaded against the 
defendants either that they kept in. their 
service a medical officer whom they knew to 
be incompetent or that they kept him in for 
an unreasonable time after the receipt of the 
decision of the Local Government Department 
to relieve him of his duties in the Fever 
Hospital, and that, as a reasonable con- 
sequence, there followed the discharge of the 
infectious child. 

Dr. Wilhams . denied the charge of 
negligence, and had told the child’s mother 
that he was over-worked and had no help. 
He was medical officer and surgeon to the 
County Home, and also to the County 
Hospital, as well as medical officer to the 
Fever Hospital. 


DEPARTMENT’S LETTER 


The decision of the Local Government De- 
mas In a previous case was that Dr. 

illams should be relieved of the duty of 
medical officer of the Fever Hospital. 'The 
Department, in a letter, stated to the Board: 
““He is medical officer and surgeon to the 
County Hospital, and it does not appear to 
be in accordance with modern public health 
principles that he should also have charge of 
the Fever Hospitai.”’ 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that his construc- 
tion of this document was that it was in- 
consistent with a decision that Dr. Williams 
was a negligent or incompetent official, 
because he was retained by the Local Govern- 
ment Department in the major offices. 

Dealing next with the question whether the 
action was maintainable against the Board 
of Health, Mr, Justice Hanna: said that it 
was necessary to distinguish this case from 
actions brought against private nursing 
hospitals. A difference arose in regard to 
ordinary public hospitals endowed or sup- 
ported by charitable donations. For the de- 
fendants it was contended that the Board of 
Healtn was merely a subordinate part of the 
organisation of local government, and that 
any default on their part was the concern of 
the Minister, and that the only remedy. that 
might be open to the plaintiff would be 
against the actual wrong-doer. 

In this view he thought that the defendants 
were right. It was in conformity with a long 
sequence of authority in this country, 
Hospitals for the relief of the poor or for 
the treatment. of persons suffering from in- 


fectious diseases’ had been in existence since: 


1834—over,a hundred years—and lit, was ad- 
mitted that no case, had been. reported. in 
which a non-paying patient in one of these 


hospitals had succeeded in obtaining a.

The hearing was continued in the Cireuit 
Criminal Court, before Judge Davitt, of the 
cas? in which Maurice. B. Laide is charged 
with having in December, 1933, obtained £100 
by false pretences from John O'Connor by 
stating he was a wholesale manufacturers’ 
agent in a large way of business at 9 Wick- 
low street, Dublin, and required a book- 
keeper, who would have the prospect of a 
salary of £3 10s. a week.and a position as 
a partner in the concern. He was further 
charged with fraudulently converting the 
£100 to his own use. He pleaded not guilty 
to the charges. 

Mr. M, J. Connolly, K.C, (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted. 

The accused man, who said he was deaf, 
was allowed to sit in the seat reserved for 
‘counsel, from which he conducted his own 
defence. os 

Giving evidence, Mr. Brian McGinley, soli- 
citor, Parliament street, said that he had 
drawn up an agreement betweenaman named 
McGrath and Laide, on the instructions of 
Mr. Clark. That agreement was drawn up 
on December ist, and witness made out a 
cheque for £97 188., payable to the accused, 
Laide, being the balance of a £100 deposit, 
less £2 2s. deducted by witness as fees. On 
December 12 the witness first met Laide at 
Clark’s office in Wicklow street, and, on 
Clark’s instructions. he prepared an agree- 
ment between Laide and John O'Connor. 
McGrath was not going on with his contract, 
owing to health reasons, and the witness had 


asked for the return of McGrath s £100, 
LODGED IN THE BANK 


When the second agreement was drawn up 
on December 12 the witness asked O'Connor 
for the £100, and Clark, who was present 
with Laide, said that the money had been 
paid to Laide that morning. he witness 
told Clark that he had no right to take that 
money or give it to Laide; that it should 
have been paid to McGrath, whose interest it 
represented. The witness asked Laide for the 
money, and Laide told him that he had 
lodged it in the bank, but promised to bring. 
it to the witness the following morning. He 
had not brought the money. 

Summing up, Judge Davitt said that he 
would lighten the work of the jury by asking 
them to acquit the accused man on the first 
count, that ot obtaining £100 by false pre- 
tences. After hearing the evidence of the 
witnesses for the prosecution, a number of 
whom contradicted each other, he was satis- 
fied that there must be a direction in favour 
of the accused man on that count. 

On the remaining count—that of fraudulent 
conversion—the jury must satisfy themselves 
that the £100 hel been converted to the 
use of the accused man, and that he was 
actuated by the intention to defraud, 

The jury found Laide not guilty on the 
first count, but guilty.on the second count 
of fraudulent conversion. 

Detective-Sergeant M, O'Neill said that 
there was nothing previously against Laide, 
and he thought that he had been living 
beyond his means.

Opening the plaintiff’s case, Mr. Lavery 
said that the complaint in this case was 
similar to .hat in the previous case of Mr. 
Kilcoyne, and substantially the case itself 
was similar. On Saturday, 16th December, 
1933, the plaintiff, who was then the head 
of the political organisation known as Fine 
Gael, left Dublin for Westport, where a 
Fine Gael meeting had been announced, at 
which he was to speak on the following day. 
On Sunday morning the plaintiff set out by 
car from Kiltimagh for Westport, accom- 
panied by Mr. Kilcoyne, Captain Patrick 
Hughes and John L. Sullivan. About one 
and a half miles outside Westport they 
found a police cordon on tlie road, and were 
stopped from proceeding further. The police 
were apparently in charge of Superintendent 
Flynn, whe was then in charge at Castlebar. 
Superintendent Flynn said that he was in- 
structed to allow no persons wearing blue 
shirts to pass that point on the road. 

The plaintiff was attired in a heavy over- 
| coat’ and lounge suit and wore a blue shirt 
bearing the badge of Fine Gael. He claimed 
the right to proceed, but the Superintendent 
indicated that he would not allow him to 
do so. Accordingly, the plaintiff and his 
friends retired and took another course, being 
rs, at by the Superintendent and some 
Guards. 


IN CUSTODY 


They journeyed” a distance of about four 
miles on foot, ana at a particular point the 
plaintiff started to explain to the Pg a0 
around that he was going to be stopped from 
proceeding to the meeting. He was ap- 

roached by Superintendent Flynn and 
ergeant Finnerty. The Superintendent 
said: “I will not allow you to go on speak- 
ing. I will arrest you if you continue,’ and 
thereupon he arrested him, the intimation 
which he gave to the plaintiff being: ' You 
can consider ycurself under arrest.’’ 

Genera! O'Duffy submitted to the orders 
of this officer, and was accompanying the 
‘Superintendent. under arrest, to the barracks 
when a number of people who were there for 
the meeting came along and carried him, 
more or less by force, to the platform. The 
plaintiff then started to explain to the people 
that be was under arrest and could not 
address the meeting. 

Superintendent Mur. iy seized him and took 
him in physical custody to the Civic Guard 
Station in Westport. On Tuesday he was 
brought to Arbour Hill and remained there 
until Thursday, the 2lst, when he was re- 
leased by order of the High Court, so that 
he was in custody from 2 o'clock on Sunday, 
17th December, until the evening of Thurs- 
day, 21st. December ) 

General O’Duffy was then called by Mr. 
Lavery, and, giving evidence about his 
arrival at Westport on the 17th December, 
he said that when the car in which he and 
Mr. John L. Sullivan, Captain Patrick 
Hughes, Mr. Kilcoyne,. end others were 
travelling reached the bend of the road out- 
side the town he saw a cordon of Civic 
Guards. He and the others got out of the 
car, and, having discovered that Superinten- 
dent Flynn waz in charge of the cordon, he 
inquired what was the matter. Superinten- 
dent Flynn replied that he had instructions 
not to allow any person wearing a blue shirt 
to pass the cordon. There might have been 
an inch or so of witness’s blue shirt visible 
at the neck. 

He told Superintendent Flynn that the 
meeting had been advertised for some time 
past; that he had travelled almost 200 miles 
to address his supporters in County Mayo, 
and that he considered that he was 
within his legal rights in proceeding to the 
meeting; but the Superintendent again replied 


that he had got his instructions not to allow 
anyone in a blue shirt to pass. 
Captain Hughes, continued General 


O’Duffy, was wearing a blue shirt, but it 
was not the same as the other blue shirts, 
and Superintendent Flynn informed him that 
he could proceed. After the conversation the 
witness moved ve and down the Toad for, 
perhaps, half an hour with some others, and 
then walked slowly—there was no running— 
along a Jane on to the railwav line, in the 
direction of ‘Westport. When they had gone 
about a quarter of a mile or less they were 
overtaken by Superintendent Flynn and a 
sergeant. Superintendent Flynn overtook him 
about 400 yards from Westport on the rail- 
way line. 


“MARCHED THROUGH

Fearing he would not be allowed to enter 
Westport, he spoke to those who had arrived 
at that pent, and expressed regret that he 
was unable to explain the policy of the 
organisation to his supporters in Westport. 
He spoke to them in a conversational way, 
and while speaking Superintendent Flynn 
told him he could not allow hjm to continue 


speaking. 

“ 1 replied,’’ General O’Duffy said, ‘‘ that 
I was within my legal rights, and continued 
speaking, and he said: ‘If you continue 
speaking I must arrest you.’ To that 1 
replied: ‘If I am doing anything wrong 
arrest me.’

SERGEANT’S. EVIDENCE

arrest suspected him of being a member of an 
unlawful association.

that reason. If he accepted the evidence oí 
it was clear that t| 
original arrest was lawful and authorised by 
the authority of this Article of the Constit 
But could he accept the evidence of 
Sergeant Hughes that he suspected the plain 
tiff of being a member of an unlawful = 
had no hesitation in rejecting that evidence. 
Taking all the circumstances into account, 


he was more impressed by the evidential value 
of the circumstances immediately surrounding 
the arrest, and came to the conclusion thai 
this man was arrested solely because he was 
attempting to address a meeting while he wa: 


attired in a blue shirt. That, as far as he 
was aware, was a crime unknown to the law 
of this cotintry. 

It seemed clear to him that the Guards 
were acting under instructions—namely, to 
prevent persons attired in this manner from 
addressing meetings there—and that, in pur- 
suance of thosé instructions, the arrest was 
effected, and not by reason of any such sus 

icion contemplated by Section 15 of Article 
) A of the Constitution. He came to the 
conclusion that the origimal arrest of the 
plaintiff was illegal, and without any just 
cause or excuse. 

He had then to consider what happened 
subsequently, and in his opinion, having re- 
gard to the evidence in the case, he should 
treat Superintendent Murray as being. the 
person in charge of the Guard station on 
the occasion. If that wera so, it was quite 
clear on the evidence that the steps contem- 
plated by Sub-section 3 were never, in fact, 
taken, and, inasmuch as he was satisfied in 
this case that the arrest was unlawful, then 
in his opinion the case did not come within 
Clause i 

In those circumstances he was of the 
opinion that the plaintiff was unlawfully 
arrested and unlawfully detained withont 
any reasonable or just cause or excuse, a‘ 
it merely becams a question of fixing the 
damages which he should receive in respect 
of that arrest and detention. 


“A SERIOUS INJURY” 


Any case in which a citizen of the State 
was arrested and detained without lawfu! 
cause Was @ serious case and one for sub- 
stantial damages, but; in assessing damages 
he must take into account all the surround- 
ing circumstances. It was not a case, in his 
opinion, in which the plaintiff's character or 
reputation were in any way injured by this 
arrest. There was another circumstance in 
the case. He was satisfied from the evi- 
dence that these police officers were acting 
in pursuance of instructions, and that they 
were honestly attempting to carry out those 
instructions, and probably that they were 
honestly, but mistakenly, of opinion that they 
were entitled to carty them out. 

In those circumstances, he did not think i! 
was a case for anything in the nature of 
punitive damages, but he must. give a sum 
which would show that it was a serious in- 
jury to the plaintiff, and he fixed a sum of 


As the case involved difficult questions of 
law, arising on the construction of an Article 
of the Constitution, it seemed to him to have 
been properly brought in that Court, and 
accordingly, he thought that the plaintiff was 
entitled to costs on the High Court scale 
» He gave judgment, accordingly, for £7° 
with High Court costs. 

On the application of Mr. Lynch, a stay oí 
execution for fourteen days was granted.

A Drama Enthusiast . 


By the appointment of Professor Arthur 
E. Morgan to be Principal of McGill Uni- 
versity, Montreal, the dramatic movement 
in Canada will be considerably. enriched.

Srg,— '' Pacificus’’ thinks that if Britain 
had recognised the Republic in 1921 Ireland 
would now be at peace, both at home and 
abroad. Let us imagine fora moment, if we 
can, that Ulster would have submitted 
peaceably to Mr. de Valera’s Government in 
and ever since; is anyone, even 
‘* Pacificus,’’ quite sure that even if we had 
not the same king as the British we would 
agree with them or always agree among our- 
selyes in the south. Kingdoms which had 
no connection have gone to war with one 
another. Even free republics have had wars. 
It has not been all peace either at home or 
abroad in Mexico or the South American 
republics, . though of the one race and 
religion. There are many things which we 
must import in order to enjoy the ordinary 
comforts of civilised life, and in order to 
import we must export something to pay for 
our imports. But; try as we will, we can 
find no market to export to worth mentioning 
but the British market; so that, though I 
do not at all agree with “ Pacificus’’ that a 
trade dispute between two independent 
countries is always quickly and easily settled, 
for history says no, yet I agree that if 
all Ireland was totally separated from Britain 
a trade dispute between us must be very 
quickly settled, because we must then take 
simply any terms Britain offered us or face 
immediate economic ruin, and fall back to 
semi-barbarism in our way of living. 
I do not know who “ Pacificus”’ calls the 
Anglo-Irish in the Free State. Some 
Republicans call not only Mr. Cosgrave, but 
Mr. de Valera, Imperialists, which, I 
suppose, is equivalent to Anglo-Irish, e 
may mean such of the former Unionists as 
remain in the Free State. But they, on the 
signing. of the Treaty, at once ceased to be 
a political party—faded away, in fact, as a 
partv—and ever since have been peaceable 
and loyal subjects to both Mr. Cosgrave’s 
and Mr. de Valera’s Governments; so there 
is no use in threatening them with the 
penalty of ‘‘ fading away.” They are now 
simply Irishmen doing the best they ean for 
themselves and their country, no man’s 
enemy, not even their own. 
It 1s true, as “Pacificus”’ states, that the 
Trish Free State has got into a dreadful 
state. Our public life is, as he says, a night- 
mare, and he asks those he calls the Anglo- 
Irish to help us—wake us up, I suppose. 
Those in the Free State have no power to 
help, and those in Northern Ireland say you 
will have to wake up and come out of your 
dream, otherwise we can see no remedy for 
ou but a lunatic asylum, and we have no 
intention of going there with ast ai etc.,

Man and Machine 


Yesterday morning’s newspapers re- 
ported a highly significant remark by the 
Free State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce. Mr. Lemass informed a deputa- 
tion of trade unionists that ‘‘his desire 
was to establish a new social tendency, 
under which the replacement of men by 
mechanical appliances would be checked.”’ 
In other words, he does not propose that 
the machine shall occupy the dominant 
position in Free State industry which it 
occupies in other countries. There will 
be no Saorstát counterpart of those huge 
factories, in England and other lands, in 
which some mammoth machine, turning 
out thousands of square yards of cloth, or 
thousands of metal objects, can be con- 
trolled by one man. It used to. be said 
that nine men were necessary to make 
a pin. Nowadays the pin is made, simul- 
taneously with tens of thousands of 
others, by one machine—and eight of the 
nine men have lost their jobs. This is 
the tendency that Mr. Lemass proposes to 
curb, He favours the industrialising of the 
Free State, but he does not wish it to 
} involve any conspicuous loss -of employ- 
ment; and so, if we read him aright, he 
hopes to restrain ‘‘ mass-production,’’ to 
keep industries small, and to ensure that 
they shall not be so highly mechanised as 
to dispense with nian-power. It ought not 
to be unduly difficult. The Free State's 
new and projected industries are not am- 
bitious of external trade; they are designed 
only to satisfy the small home market, 
and it is. most improbable that they 
will require to adopt the ‘‘ mass-produc- 
tion’ methods of firms which cater for 
the world. On the face of things, indeed, 
Mr. Lemass’s hope seems to be not only 
worthy, but highly possible, of fulfilment, 
and we wonld welcome a more explicit 
statement of policy from him on the 
subject. 

There is, however, one formidable 
obstacle to this excellent doctrine—the 
question of cost. When nine men made 
the pin, the pin cost very much more 
than it costs to-day under mass-production 
methods ; and people who wanted pins had 
to pay very much more for them. In this 
regard Mr. Lemass must expect trouble. 
If he reduces the employment of machines 
to a minimum, and maintains the employ- 
ment of men at a maximum, the goods so 
manufactured will be substantially dearer 
in the Free State than in the, highly 
‘industrialised countries ; ; and, unless wages 
fly upwards with the cost of goods, the 
standard of living in the Free State will 
be kept low. We wonder, indeed, if Mr.

Northern Magistrates 


Yesterday’s debate on the Magistrates 
Bill in the Northern Ireland Senate did 
not provoke any really determined opposi- 
tion, and the criticisms that were passed 
on the measure were curiously ineffective 
in view of the hostility which it has roused 
on other occasions. The bill, whose second 
reading now has been passed by the Senate, 
aims to do in Northern Ireland what was 
done in the Free State many years ago— 
namely, to deprive the Justices of the 
Peace of their judicial functions. Such a 
proposal, of course, would be likely in any 
event to be opposed by the people most 
neatly concerned, but the reasons put 
forward by the Northern Government for 
the change were such as to cause great 
indignation among the Northern magi- 
strates, and to bring vigorous protests from 
them. Unfortunately, there is little doubt 
that the reasons were well founded, and 
the lack of real criticism in yesterday’s 


is generally recognised in the Six Counties. 
For some time past it had been evident 
that the administration of the law left a 
good deal to be desired, so far as the 
Justices of the Peace were concerned. 
Many of the Justices—perhaps, indeed, 
the great majority—carried out their duties 
in an able and conscientious manner, but 
there were others who acted differently. 
Some, taking their responsibilities lightly, 
appeared on the Bench only at. irregular 
intervals. Their negligence, however, was 
almost preferable to the conduct of some 
others, whose interpretation of the law 
often seems to have been governed by their 
own inclinations or .interests. It is 
notorious that many decisions in respect of 
the Gaming, Licensing, or Game Preserva- 
tion Acts were complete perversions. of 
justice, and such conduct was rapidly 
bringing the office into contempt. Faced 
with this situation, the Northern Govern- 
ment determined to make a clean sweep 
of the. whole system, and the present bill 
is the result. It will leave the Justices of 
the Peace with some of their former duties, 


Resident Magistrates, in the same way that 
the Free State Act transferred them to 
District Justices. Naturally, the Northern 
Justices are hurt by this reflection'on their 
ability, and they include many upright and 
intelligent men who may well complain 
that they are being made to suffer for the 
faults of a minority. Nevertheless, it is diffi- 
cult to see what other remedy the Govern- 
ment could have applied. The bill has 
been attacked from other points, on the 
grounds that it will create a further army 
of officials, and that the new Resident 
Magistrates, being in Government pay, 
will be less likely to administer the law 
fairly than the more independent Justices 
which they will replace. The Free State’s 
experience, however, shows that there is 
little to fear from the change. 


Free State Customs 


We have been receiving nu:nerous com- 
plaints recently concerning the undue 
severity of the Customs examination on 
entry to the Free State. Under the new 
system of comprehensive tarifis. we have 
much sympathy with the unhappy officials 
whose duty it is to see that persons 
arriving at Free State ports or frontier 
stations comply strictly with the law; 
but, now that the tourist season is at 
hand, we feel that some moderation in the 
scrutiny of baggage ought to be permitted 
by the authorities. We are prepared to 
admit that it is a reprehe sille thir ; for 
a Free State citizen who pays a visit to 
London to buy a new hat in Bond street 
and to try to persuade the Customs 
officers at Dun Laoghaire that he really 
bought it: in Capel street; but the waste 
of time that is involved in the inquisition

LORD LONDONDERRY ON 
IRAQI INCIDENT 


In the House of Lords yesterday Lord 
Strabolgi asked the Air Minister whether 
he had any further information. about the 
recent loss of a Royal Air Force bombing 
machine in Iraq. 

The Measann of Londonderry replied 
that the information he had received con- 
cerning this regrettable incident indicated 
that, while it was impossible to say 
definitely how the aircraft was brought 
down, the probability was that it was fired 
at by disafiected tribesmen in the belief 
that it belonged to the Iraqi Air Force. 
The machine, he added, was not, it seems, 
shot down in: ffames, but was set on fire 
by the tribesmen after the dead bodies of 
the occupants had been taken out. 

With regard to internal disorders, Lord 
Londonderry said that the only circum- 
stances in which the question could arise 
of British forces in I being concerned 
in suppressing internal disorder would be: 
if our essential 
threatened. If such employment of Briitsh 
forces were required; the method and 
extent would be a matter for . concerted

SUPPRESSION AND 
REPRESSION

There was a very large attendance at the 
Centenary Church, St. Stephen’s Green, 
Dublin, last night, when the Rev. Leslie 
D. Weatherhead, M.A., gave the final lecture 
of his series on '' Psychology ’* Queues lined 
up outside the church, "Mandteds, unable to 
get in, stood hopefully in small groups round 
the windows. Others stood on walls until 
they were requested by the stewards to get 
down. The church was ¢rowded, a great 
mass of people sitting on: improvised c airs 
in the aisles, while many others stood. 

In the course of his lecture, Mr. Weather- 
head said that there was a vast difference 
to the psychologist between the person with 
a repressed complex and one with a supressed 
complex. Suppression meant that one knew 
the factors which were liable to cause trouble 
in the mind. ‘They were conscious, thereby 
within the reach “of the will, and might 
be mastered. Repression, however, meant 
that those factors which tended to disability 
had so far been pushed into the mind that 
they were’ beyond the reach of the conscious 
control. The disability itself was conscious, 
but the source unconscious. In other words, 
if the complex was suppressed, it was con- 
-Scious, and within our control; if repressed, 
it was difficult to control, 

There was no such: thing as a superiority 
complex: a habhair implied by the use of 
that term was merely a repressed inferiority 
complex, Advancing a definition of com- 
plexes, Mr. Weatherhead said that they were 
systems of ideas all related to one central 
idea, having as their hearts a nucleus of feel- 
ing and emotion.

There appears to have been a certain 
diversity of opinion among the members 
of the Committee, as, in addition to the 
main report; signed by eleven of them, 
there are minority reports by Mrs. M. J.

MOST IN NEED 


“The establishment of any scheme, 
however, -is necessarily governed in the 
last analysis by consideration of cost. 
Bearing in mind the extent to which, under 
existing conditions, the financial resources 
of the State might reasonably be called 
upon to bear additional expenditure on 
social services, we have thought it well to 
select for assistance in the first instance 
that class of widow most urgently in need 
of such assistance. The solution which 
we propose to the problem presented to 
us is, therefore, merely a partial one.

“The estimated annual cost of such a 
scheme, including the cost of administra- 
tion, would be £735,000, aH of which 
would be provided from State funds. The 
consequent dianinution in the cost of relief 
by local authorities is estimated at 
£115,000.” 
Mr. Herlihy, in his minority report, 
agrees with the majority in rejecting the 
contributory scheme, which would cater 
only for the wage-earning class—that is, 
for 52 per cent. of the people, while the 
68 per cent. excluded would include great 
numbers of small farmers and others.

"Te Senate gave President Roosevelt 
this afternoon a vital vote of con- 
fidence, and at the same time saved the 
Government expenditure of £440,000,000. 

The vote was taken on the question of 
whether to uphold or reject the President’s 
veto of the War Veterans Bonus Bill. 
The supporters of the bill failed by only 
nine votes to obtain the necessary two- 
thirds majority. & : 
. Fifty-four voted to over-ride the veto 
and forty for the veto. Thus, after six 
and a half hours of a steady flow of 
speeches for and against the bill, the 
Senate failed to follow the example of 
the House of Representatives, which 
-yesterday voted in favour of the bill by 
a crashing majority. 

President Roosevelt made no comment 
when told of the result of the Senate vote, 
but elsewhere in the White House there 
was jubilation. 

The President had on Wednesday done 
an unusual thing in addressing Congress 
specially and explaining his reasons for 
vetoing the measure. If to-day’s vote had 
gone against him it would have been a 
great blow to his prestige.

PROTEST BY CITY 
RETAILERS

NOT CONSULTED BY 
 MANUFACTURERS 
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MOKERS who buy tobacco and 

cigarettes from members of the 
Dublin and Provincial Tobacconists’ Asso- 
ciation will have to pay more for their 
supplies from to-day. The decision to 
increase the prices was reached at a meet- 
ing of the Association in Wynn’s Hotel, 
Dublin, last night, when the matter was 
discussed, and a strong protest was made 
against the action of the manufacturers 
in fixing the prices without consulting the 
trade. It was also decided that the com- 
mittee of the Association should get in 
touch with the manufacturers, and ask 
them to fix the prices of solid plugs and 
twist tobaccos. 
The increases decided upon mean that 
the consumer will pay 1s. for twenty of 
the popular brands of cigarettes, instead 
of lidd. as formerly ; that other packings 
of the cigarettes will cost more pro rata, 
and that proprietary brands of tobaccos 
will cost $d. more per ounce, ~ 
The new price was accepted by the 
meeting under protest, and it was decided 
to request the manufacturers to make an 
allowance to the retailérs, either by in- 
creasing the price by a penny instead of 
the halfpenny, or by giving a reduction in 
the wholesale price that would give the 
retailer a better profit. In the discussion 
on this matter one member | said that 
customers had expressed the intention cf 
giving up smoking if the price of tobacco 
and cigarettes were increased, and that 
consequently the sales of these com- 
modities would decrease, 


POSITION OF RETAILER 


The mecting was held with the inten- 
tion of putting before the general body of 
the. members the position in consequence 
of the increase in the tobacco duty 
announced by Mr. MacEntee, Minister for 
Finance, and the resulting increase of 
prices by the manufacturers, and Mr. J. 
F. Bridgeman, chairman, who presided, 
read a statement on the matter. 
In regard to tobacco, said. Mr. Bridge- 
man, the Government had imposed a duty 
of 8d. per lb., and the manufacturers had 
increased the prices of all tobaccos by 8d. 
per lb., and had increased the retail prices 
of all proprietary brands of tobacco by 
sd. per ounce. This meant that the 
retailers on the 8d, recently imposed 
and the 8d. formerly imposed paid 
an additional 1s, 4d. per lb. for tobaccos, 
on which he got no profit except the dis- 
count given by the manufacturers. The 
manufacturers paid 8d. on t e raw leaf, 
which, considering the amount of moisture 
in the manufactured article, meant that 
the manufacturer got some benefit from 
the position. The question arose then 
whether the Association should agree to 
accept the additional 4d. per ounce fixed 
by the manufacturer or look for a further 
profit, which could not be less than 1d. 
per ounce. 


THE POPULAR BRANDS 


The only considerable change in regard } 
to cigarettes would be in the popular 
brands, of which all packings had been 
fixed at a flat rate—the ‘‘ tens’’ had 
been increased by 3d. per thousand to the 
retailer, and the ‘‘ twenties,”’ -‘' fifties ”” 
and “ hundreds,’’ both in tin and card- 
board, had been increased to IJs., 2s. 6d. 
and 5s, respectively retail. The ‘‘ tens ” 
and. “ twenty-fives’’ remained as they 
were, and the 2d. and 4d. brands and 
brands selling at over one shiliing re- 
mained unchanged... 

If they purchased 1,000 each of “ tens ” 
and “twenties ’’ at the new -=rices, on 
selling them they would receive a slightly 
better profit than at the old prices, but 
the outlay being greater, the percentage 
profit was not quite so good. 

Certain brands which had been selling 
at one shilling remained the same 
in price, although the wholesale price 
had been increased by 3d. per thousand.

T the commencement of public busi- 
‘ness in the Dail yesterday Deputy 
O’Leary made a formal apology for the 
rebellious element he had introduced into 
the Chamber on Wednesday afternoon.

Ai ba Foundation and Growth of the 


Belgian Nation '” was the subject of 

the second lecture on the history ot 
Belgium, delivered yesterday by M. le Vicomte 
Charles 'Terlinden, Professor of History 
University of Louvain, in the Graduates* 
Memorial Hall, Trinity College, Dublin, 

M.M. Goor, Belgian, Consul-General, and 
Herr Weenink, Netherlands Consul-General, 
were present. 

The Provost, Dr. E. J. Gwynn, presided. 

The lecturer said that the superficial ob- 
server, who was satisfied with the outward 
appearance of events and failed to search for 
the causes of the Belgian Revolution of 1830, 
found it an inexplicable historical phenomenon, 
In order to understand the Revolution of 
1830 and its lasting results one must not lose 
sight of the fact that Belgium had existed as 
a nation for centuries before its independence 
was proclaimed, on October 4, 1850, by the 
Provisional Government, and proclaimed 
again on November 18, following the Nationa] 
Congress, and recognised on December 20, 
1830, by the Powers at the London Conference 
to settle the Belgian-Dutch dispute. The 
lecturer reviewed the history of the Belgians 
in order to dispel an ambiguity that certain 
writers delighted to entertain at times, with 
an aim deyoid of all scientific basis, pretend- 
ing that Belgium had: not existed as a nation 
before 1830. The actual Union between their 
provinces was the work of Philip the Good. 
At the period Belgium would have become 
a Great Power if the plan of “Charles the 
Sure,” unjustly called “the Rash,” had suc. 
ceeded. «Charles was not supported by his 
subjects, and his great ideas foundered 
lamentably in the ditches of Nancy. 

By the Progmatic Sanction of November 
4, 1549, Charles V. had established, on a 
legal basis, the solidity of the Federate State, 
made up of the ancient Belgian principalities, 
declaring these formed an indivisible whole. 


THE RISE OF HOLLAND 


Having reviewed the period of the Prince 
of Orange snd the religious and political 
rivalries of the time, the lecturer said that 
the rise of Holiand into one of the richest 
and most influential powers of the seventeenth 
century left Belgium under the sceptre of 
Spain, but gave to the specifically Belgian 
provinces a greater consciousness of their 
own individuality. 

The whole of the seventeenth century, and, 
the eighteenth century, were 
characterised by the formation of an in- 
creasingly intensive Belgian national spirit. 
the States General established the 
Federated Republic of the United Belgian 
States, but, unfortunately, the Belgian, 
united in the fight against the foreigner, 
could not remain united in. victory, and 
ana again under the sceptre oí the Habs- 
urgs. i 

The vicissitudes of the Belgian people’s 
efforts for independence were traced, and 


their subjection to France from the Republic 
to the Napoleonic Empire was treated, until, 


with the downiall of the Empire, the lecturer 
said, for the third time in its history, the 
Belgian people felt sure of its independence. 


Once again their hopes were dashed to the 
ground, for the Allies settled the fate of 


Belgium on the traditional conceptions of 
European policy, and Belgium and Holland 
were amalgamated by the Congress of 
Vienna. | 
The reign of William I. of the Netherlands 


was one long misunderstanding between the 


spás Dutch in sentiment and outlook, 
and his Belgian subjects. The blind obstinacy 


of King William in not granting sufficient con- 


cessions ended in revolution, and that re- 
volution was successful. Belgium was con- 
stituted a nation of such solidity after that 
revolution that not even a catastrophe as 
great as that of 1914 could shake it.

IRELAND BEAT ENGLAND

NEWCASTLE, Thureday. 


The Scottish ladies won the championship 
to-day on the course of the Royal County 
Down Club with victories over the other three 
countries. Ireland finished second, with wins 
over Wales and England, and England came 
third with one win, that against Wales. 

The English triumphs in these internationals 
had become itively monotonous, if not 
disheartening, and Ireland’s success gave 
cause for great jubilation. 

It was a magnificent victory, but it was 
by the narrowest margin imaginable. The 
missing of one of the last four putts by the 
Trishwomen would have made all the difference 
between success and failure.
